cotton statistics issued by Superintendent 

Hester, of the New Orleans cotton ex- 

esange, which were summarized last 

>ight, were issued in full today. In part 
Ifester says: 

‘In reference to the cotton manufac- 
ring industry in the United States, the 
American mills, north” and south, have 
had a season of unparalleled -activity.. In 
no past year have they consumed as 
cotton, and had it not been for 
tne leck of labor, especially in the south, 
they would have materially exceeded the 
handsome total given in this report. It 
now looks,’’ Secretary Hester says, “as if 
the transfer of the seat of cotton manu- 
facturing to this side of the Aslantic 
had commenced in earnest, and that the 
‘orn of the tide which has been antici- 
pated for some years past has at last 
set in. Six years ago, in 1900, he says, 
tne total takings of American mills, north 
und south, were 3,665,412 bales. This 
year they consumed 4,723,703, and the 
total would have reached, if not exceed- 

5,000,000 bales had the necessary 
mill help been obtainable. It may be 
stated as a fixed fact, -he says, that the 
factories of the Untted States need at 

e inside 5,000,000 bales of raw cotton 
annually.

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TAFT DESIRES 
REVISED TARIF 


Disagrees With Members of 
His Party 


In an Address at Bath, Maine, He 
States He Was Speaking for 
Himself, Not for His Party. 
Defends ‘‘Government 
by Injunction.” 


Bath, Me., September 5.—In his speecn 
here today Secretary Wm. H. Taft dame 
out flatly for revision of tariff. Mr. 
Taft attacked the trusts, commended Mr. 
Roosevelt's administration, defended the 
United States senate against “muck 
rakers,”’ and expressed his belief in the 
advisability and justice of injunctions tw 
prevent injuries in case of strikes or in 
other instances. 

His Personal View. 

Mr. Taft said, in part: 

“Speaking my individua] opinion- and 
for no one else, I believe that since the 
passage of the Dingley Dill, there has 
been a change in the business conditions 
@f the country making it wise and just 
to revise the schedules of the existing 
tariff. The sentiment in favor of a re- 
vision of the tariff is growing in the re- 
publican party, and in the near future 
the members of the marty will doubt'ess 
be able to agree on a reasOnable plan. 
But the work of the present session, 
which was pressing in its urgency, could 
never have been accomplished if there 
had been introduced fnto congress and 
the councils of the party the heated 
discussions certain to arise over the 
questions of the revision of the tariff. 
How soon the feeling in favor of re- 
vision shall crystallize into action can- 
mot be foretold, dut it is certain to come, 
and with it those schedules of the tariff 
which have inequalities and are exces- 
Sixe will be readjusted. The reason- 
able prospect of a revision of the tariff 
by the republican party on conservative 
lines sheuld certainly be greatly pre- 
ferred by those who favor revision ané@ 
yet believe in the protective system, to 
legislation which is always threatened by 
the incoming of a democratic congress 
and a democratic administration under 
the battle cry “A protective tariff is a 
robbery of the many for the benefit of 
the few,"’ and to the disaster to general 
business which inevitably follows. 

Defends the Senate. 

““Taere has been nothing more-cruel and 
unjust in the history of politics than the 
recent attempt by magazine articles to 
destroy the reputation of some of the 
greatest and ablest men in the senate, 
who have devoted their lives to the pub- 
lic service, and wno have elevated and 
dignified it, by attributing to them cor- 
rupt motives for their legislative course 
and by charges of the vaguest and most 
unsatisfactory character which-it is im- 
possible for them to answer, and which 
they must leave to a grateful public to 
spurn and reject as unfounded, in the 
light of their jnonorable lives. Suck 
charges are not made merely out of a 
malicious desire to injure the particular 
Senators, but they are made cunningly 
and viciously to further the impression 
that most men now prominent {n public 
life are corrupt, or are under corrupt 
influences, and thus to stir up and in- 
flame the passions of the ignorant and 
the unfortunate ag: inst the existing or- 
der.”’ 


ia As to Injunctions. 
Concerning injunctions Mr. Taft said: 
“Leaving now the legal issue, way 
should not such a threatened injury be 
Stopped by injunction? Why Is it not 
better in such cases that a court should 
decide in advance what the rights of 
the parties are upon the facts as <hown 
and enforce its views, than to allow the 
wrong to be committed? This certainly 
tends to preserve law and order. If as 
in such cases there is no adequate rem- 
edy for the injured person by legal pro- 
ceedings, after the injury, the tempta- 


tion is for him to take the law into his 


own nands,’ as the phrase is; and then 
we have a civil war. This is what hap- 
pened between the miners and the cor- 
porations in Colorado when the state 
Was disgraced by the lawless proceed- 
ings of capital and labor and its public 
officials alike. If private wrongs of this 
character can be brought into court 
promptly, as in case of an injunction 
suit, it not only promoteg justice to the 
parties directly interested, but it fis also 
of the greatest benefit to tne community 
at large, which is not so much interest- 
ed in which of the two contestants wins 
as it ® in having the dispute peaceably 
and quickly settled.’’

They are answerable 
to the people for the preservation of 
public peace and private security, 
under conditions both ordinary and 
extraordinary. In view of this fact, 
they are hardly likely to adopt other 
than a direct and sufficient course, ” 

At the same time, the provisions al- 
ready made should be regarded as 
merely tentative. If they are found 
insufficient, they must be amplified 
at whatever cost. The primary con- 
sideration is domestic and commer- 
cial tranquility. That must be in- 
sured, irrespective of expense or a 
possible delay in other public projects.

Water Wagon by 


Calling for Chattahoochee 


Cocktail. 


COORDING to the action of the wa- | 


ter board yesterday afternoon those 

who are employed in the water de- 
partment must stick to their own drink— 
water.

They think that the city 
water is pure and delightful as a »hev- 
erage, and they decided that any person 
who drank any other drink during busi- 
ness hours must be either suspended or 
discharged. 

It is believed by the water commission- 
ers thet a law forcing employees of the 
department to stick to water during busi- 
ness hours will benefit the men and at 
the same ‘time demonstrate to the people 
that a Chattahoochee cocktail is the best 
drink for everybody. 

This may have the effect of making peo- 
ple drink more water and thereby in- 


crease the consumption of water and add 
td the department's receipts. :

ing a rule to keep all employees from tak- 
ing a drink of2 wine whisky or beer 
while they are on duty. It is often the 
duty of ingpectors to enter saloons on offi- 
cial business, and at such times they 
might be tempted to desent water and 
take a drink of something stronger.
